Disenchanted Already 


Although I felt I might lose some 
of my enthusiasm for the President- 
elect over the next four years, I 
didn’t think any disenchantment 
would set in before he was sworn in. 

Your reporter recently inter- 
viewed the President-elect’s brother, 
Robert Kennedy, who served John 
Kennedy as campaign manager 
(and will presumably do so again 
in 1964). Within the time of one 
interview, he stated: (1) he be- 
lieved the TV debates were de- 
cisive in the élection of John Ken- 
nedy as President; (2) he opposed 
the idea of the new Presidunt de- 
bating any challenger in 1964. 

Is this an example of the duplicity 
our nation may expect from the 
head of our Government? The 
‘ President-elect expressed great con- 
cern over the state of United States 
prestige abroad—our foreign friends 
(few though they might be) might 
well question how they will be able 
to rely upon the words and actions 
of a man to whom “‘turnabout °> 
fair play”’ means nothing. 

True, the above are the words 
of Robert, not John.

Since Missouri’s population increase -was 
not quite half of the national rate of 18.5 per 
cent, there is the long-range possibility of at- 
tracting more people to the state and thus in- 
creasing its strength in Congress. The state’s 
economic welfare and all that depends on it— 
schools, hospitals, highways and everything 
else dependent on a broad tax base—also is 
involved in growth. 

The public and private agencies concerned ~ 
with this problem should be aware that noth- 
ing is to be gained by inducing industries to 
move from the big cities to the little ones. 
What is needed is an imaginative develop- 
ment of the state’s untapped or under-used 
resources.

Fielding in an Aerial Ball Park 

The second aerial catch of a satellite’s 
capsule is a good indication that Project Dis- 
coverer is approaching its ultimate goal. The 
series of shots is intended to develop a satel- 
lite system that can consistently and reliably 
put something into orbit and then get it 

( safely back to earth again. 

No longer is the search for a capsule earth- 
ward bound from its orbiting satellite like 
seeking a needle in a celestial haystack. Last 
Aug. 19 an Air Force plane snared the first 
capsule and now the second has been caught 
in a 250-by-50-mile “aerial ball park” north- 
west of Honolulu. The series of successful 
operations necessary for each catch are im- 
pressive: The satellite must be launched into 
a precisely predetermined circular path; its 
infrared sensor system must lock it on course 
for it cannot roll, pitch, tumble or yaw; at 
the right time and place the capsule must 
drop away; the retro-rockets must fire to cut 
the capsule’s speed through the “thermal 
thicket”; the parachute must open and the 
radio send signals to the recovery planes.

The Congo Boils and Bubbles. 


For well over four months now the United 
Nations has been wrestling with the problem 
of The Congo, and there is still no sign that 
order can soon be brought out of chaos. It 
cannot even be determined what leader or 
group constitutes the Government. The 
United Nations force of 18,000 men is the 
only stable influence in the African country, 
and there are threats that contingents: may 
soon be subjected to an offensive by rebel 
Baluba tribesmen in Katanga province.

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Scientist Tells Fund Raisers 
“That Work,Is More Im- 
portant Than Ever. 


The expanded research pro- 
gram of the new March of 
Dimes is more important than 
the old program “that produced 
the Salk and Sabin polio vac- 
cines, Dr. Eli Robins, associate 
professor of psychiatry at Wash- 
ington University said last night. 

Dr. Robins, who is conducting 
brain research under March of 
Dimes grants, said: 

“It is no accident that the new 
March of Dimes is working in 
the field of birth defects, arthri- 
tis and virus diseases. Many 
of the same techniques of re- 
search pioneered by March of 
Dimes scientists in the fight 
against polio are applicable in 
these other fields.”’ 

Addressing members of the 
campaign's industrial gifts di- 
vision, Dr. Robins noted that 
the March of Dimes has ex- 
panded its basic research pro- 
gram in a manner that will “‘in- 
evitably affect the entire range 
of disease.” He said that re- 
search expenditures have been 
raised from 15 per cent to 25 
per cent of total campaigri funds.

NEW YORK, Nov. 16 (UPI)— 
Hank Greenberg said today an 
amendment to baseball’s rules 
that would clear the way for the 
American League’s expansion to 
Los Angeles already has been 
submitted to the major leagues. 

Greenberg, who is the organ- 
izer of the group that plans to 
operate the new A.L. franchise 
in the west coast city, made the 
comment in response to Commis- 
sioner Ford Frick’s statement 
that new franchises in Los An- 
geles and New York face a 
snag called “Rule One-C” of 
the big league rules. 


“In the first, place,” said 
Greenberg, “‘everybody was un- 
der the assumption that the com- 
missioner already had declared 
those cities open cities. This is 
a matter which will have to be 
resolved on Thursday when we 
all sit down with the commis- 
sioner. 

“Otherwise,” Greenberg con- 
tinued, “it is clear that Rule 
One-C must be changed to pave 
the way for expansion in 1961 
—and I am sure that the rule 
can be amended. In fact, the 
American League already has 
submitted the necessary amend- 
ment. It’s up to us now to vote 
on it.”

“I was so far back on the 
squad when I was a sopho- 
more at S.M.U.,”’ said John 
Roach, “that I was the No. 7 
quarterback on a squad that 
had only six teams.”

Neéd for Protection 


Tpo.often the sportsman views 
hunting and fishing regula- 
tions, as an unnecessary and 
arbitrary restriction of his 
sporting pleasure. Many still 
cling to the notion that wild- 
life resources are inexhaustible, 
and feel little personal: obliga- 
tion ‘to curb their natural love 
of hunting. Enlightened as this 
gerieration is, it has yet to be 
convinced of the need for 
planned conservation. 

Almost any hunter would 
have to agree that the abund- 
ance of wild game depends on 
three factors: Proper habitat 
(food and shelter), sufficient 
brood stock from the previous 
, year, and protection from 
predators. This is obvious 

' enough when we are referring 

' to a local situation, such as 

' the neighborhood rabbit patch, 
|’ but,somehow it loses its urg- 
ency when applied to migra- 
tory: waterfowl. And yet no 
other wild creature is more in 
need of the protective care of 
hunters and conservationists. 


The waterfowl of the Missis- 
sippi Flyway are drawn from 
anrenormous territory stretch- 
ing from Alaska to Labrador. 
The birds fly southward fol- 
lowing the natural watersheds, 
and by the time the Missouri 
and Ohio rivers pull them all 
together, the funnel spout is a 
scant hundred miles wide. The 
resulting concentraction may 
lead to assumptions of great 
abundance, a conclusion that 
may be incorrect.

A hunter seated in a blind 
in southeast Missouri watches 
the sky as the high-flying hirds 
pass overhead. More than 
likely he will see hundreds of 
ducks pass from one horizon to 
the other, for every one duck 
that settles among his decoys. 
If he: is not to become com- 
placent about the seemingly 
countless waterfowl popula- 
tion, he must remind himself 
of the millions of square. miles 
required to produce this crop. 

When the ducks reach their 
winter homes during the next 
few weeks, they will find that 
many of the gulf marshes are 
dry. The digging of flood con- 
trol ditches, and the reclaim- 
ing of swamp land, are work- 
ing a hardship on the water- 
fowl. The constant lowering of 
the ground water level causes 
many surface depressions to 
lose their water more quickly 
than they did formerly.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16 (AP)— 
The State Department, in a 
strongly worded statement, urged 
Prime Minister Souvanna Phou- 
ma of Laos yesterday not to use 
force to regain control of the 
royal capital. 

The royal capital city of Luang 
Prabang was seized last Friday 
in a bloodless takeover by royal 
Laotian troops who pledged 
their loyalty to Jouvanna’s right- 
wing foe, Gen. Phoumi Nosavan, 

Press officer Lincoln White, in 
commenting on Souvanna’s an- 
nouncement that military force 
will be used to regain control 
over the royal capital said: 

“It is problematical whether 
Souvanna Phouma will resort to 
the use of force in this instance 
because one of the first tenets 
he laid down was that he wanted | 
to put an end to the fighting of | 
Lao with Lao. 

“It also seems to us that such | 
an open use of force would fur- 
ther exacerbate the situation, it 
would lead to further divisions 
and might facilitate additional 
Communist gains.”’ 

United States officials have 
felt that since an Aug. 9 coup 
overthrew the pro-Western gov- 
ernment of Laos, the new nev- 
tralist regime hag been subject 
to strong pressure from the 
Communist-directed Pathet Lao. 


The Upited States is provid- 
ing inilitary assistance to both 
fion-Communist factions in Laos 
in an effort to prevent a Com- 
munist takeover. 

In Vientiane, Laos, Premier 
Sovvanna accused the United 
States of illegally supporting the 
rebel right-wing regime. | 

He said United States support 
had made rebel Gen, Phoumi 
less amenable to compromise 
with Souvanna’s neutralist gov- 
ernment. Souvanna warned that 
if Phouri continues to refuse to 
negotiate “‘we will have to fight 
—and the strongest side will 
win.’ 

It was Souvanna’s strongest 
attack on the ee States since 
he came to 

Asked if he thought the United. 
States was. behind the Luang 
Prabang defection, Souvanna 
said, “I don’t think-so. I don’t 
know.” .

Tobe Morley as 
A Conyersationalist 


NEW YORK, Nov. 16. 

_ WHEN | WAS MUCH YOUNGER, I recall with great 
pleasure Robert Morley playing Oscar Wilde, the greatest 
conversationalist since Samuel Johnson, perhaps the greatest 
of all time. That was almost 25 years ago and today 

Morley himself occupies 
the perilous position of one 
of the greatest talkers—if 
not the greatest talker—of 
our day. 
What mai a great 
talker? Well, Wilde had no 
Boswell to take down the 
. exact words, most of which 
are forever lost, but in- 
numerable people who 
listened to him testified to 
the immense aura of 
charm which surrounded 
his conversation, his flu- 
ency on any subject (there 
must not be a sense of 
strain or it ceases to be 
conversation and becomes 
an act), his grace; his wit, 
his rippling command and 
ROBERT MORLEY explosive but delicately 
phrased irreverence of 
opinion. Flow ts what conversation must do and it must 
leave you breathless with wonder and delight—without too 
clear a recollection of exactly what was said. It's like watch- 
ing Fred Astaire dance. Matchless display of virtuosity— 
but what did he do exactly? 


Lunching with Morley, who is here to appear in 
“Heaven Can Wait” on the DuPont Show of the 
Month tonight (CBS-TV), is such an experience. He 
opened with: 

“I’m so sorry you couldn’t come to rehearsal but 
Mr. Segal (the director) doesn’t permit visitors. Pity. 
It’s lovely to have strangers wandering in. The actors 
wake up and do a bit of acting for 10 minutes.” 


He sighed at this delicate punch at Mr. Segal arid added: 
“It’s awfully difficult not to-bite the hand that feeds you, 
isn’t it? I have very sharp teeth, so why not bite?” 

We talked about television: ‘‘American television seems 
to be 17 networks in search of a program, doesn’t it? It’s.a 
shame, too, because it’s the only thing visitors judge you by. 
We have the same thing in London. Visitors just stay in their 
hotel room and watch television. I'd like a little television 
station in New York, We'd run it like an art house—run it for 
indigenous foreigners.” 

He ate a lump of sugar and shook his head: “I never read 

television scripts or film scripts because it's all too con- 
| fusing.” 
I said I thought he had done splendidly on the David 
Susskind show last year. ‘‘Only because of its enormous length. 
Mr. Susskind’s shows are characterized by people who want to 
sell something or who want to grind axes. I much prefer to 
be on the Paar show. There’s no reason at all to be on the 
Paar show. 

“He is the great American tranquilizer, He puts America 
to sleep. When he left for three days to go to Japan—or 
wherever he went—I wrote to the Sunday Express that no one 
in America went to bed for three days. Then Nanny had to 
come back to the night nursery.” 


I asked him to name some Of the world’s great . 
conversationalists. “If you name them they stop 
talking. They’re so afraid they’ll destroy their reputa- 
tion they shut up. The best thing to say about your 
enemies is that they are good conversationalists. It 
gets back to them and stops them talking.” 


He mentioned Wilfred Hyde White and David Cecil as 
good English talkers and, among Americans, Mort Sahl ‘‘and 
this fellow Bob Newhart—very funny.” “I belong to the 
Garrisk (a London club). On the whole it has a very high 
standard of chat. And here there seems to be an articulate 
minority. 

“Television is the fine art of insincerity. Logan Piersall 
Smith said, ‘When you go into a roomful of people, you 
always ask yourself, “‘what shall I be tonight?’’"—a charming 
gay blade, what?’ You do the same thing on television.”

WEATHERSTRIPPING—ADJUSTABLE AND READJUST- 
ABLE: With a new kit, you can do a thorough weatherstrip- 
ping job around a door in about half an hour. And the job 
should last as long as the house—without tearing, rusting, 
jamming, hard closing, wearing or humming in the wind. The 
stripping is a solid aluminum extrusion with a ridged vinyl 
insert. A multiple seal is formed as vinyl “fingers” mold to 
doot and threshold. There’s also an aluminum and _ vinyl 
*“‘door-shoe” with integral rain-drip, which fits under the door 
and adapts to any threshold. Pre-coped corners make for 
simple installations. And unlike most weatherstripping, this 
one is readily readjustable any time to a warping door or sash. 


TRIPLE-PLAY FURNITURE: A new play combination 
take little space and is versatile enough to keep youngsters 
occupied for hours. It consists of a 2344 by 14% inch deep 
hardwood chest and a 25 by 18 inch playtable with a checker- 
board design in the top.

cell Number 133 in the Bratislava 
jail a note which was forward- 
ed to the Jewish pursuers of 
Adolf Eichmann. In his note he 
stated, “I am poésitively con- 
vinced that Eichmann is alive 
and is hiding in Austria. I am 
sure that within a few weeks I 
could find Eichmann in Austria.” 

Arthur came especially f 
Vienna to interrogate Von Wis- 
liczeny in his cell once more. 

“If anyone can find Eichmann, 
it is I alone,” Von Wisliczeny 
said. “‘No one knows him as well 
as I do. No one even has any 
idea where he is hidden, but I 
know the addresses of nine wom- 
en who would hide him any time. 
I am ready to take you to them. 
Why should I hang alone? Eich- 
mann should hang near me. All 
of them should hang near me. 

“You should not look for 
Eichmann in Linz, nor will you 
find him with his wife in Bad 
Aussee. He could only be with 
one of his nine women—his nine 
mistresses.” 

He wrote down the names. 
Among them were two maids, 
three secretaries, one business 
woman and a countess from 
Budapest. When he finished he 
looked at Arthur uncertainly and 
said, “‘I hope that this will help 
you. But what will happen if 


.you don’t get him there? I do 


not know how long I will still 
be at your disposal. My execu- 
tion may take place any day.” 

One of the crucial questions in 
Arthur’s interrogation of Von 
Wisliczeny was: When did Eich- 
mann last pose for a photograph 
and where could such a photo- 
graph be found? Von Wisliczeny 
said that ever since 1942 Ejich- 
mann had not been within close 
range of a camera. In public 
ceremonies he hid behind the 
last row of officers. He was so 
careful that he took his official 
photographs by the Gestapo 
photographer and personally 
checked to make sure that the 
negatives were destroyed. He 
would order only the exact num- 
ber of photographs needed for 
the purpose and did not let any- 
one have copies of them. 


Arthur assigned’ lanky, blond, 
blue-eyed Henrik Diamant to find 
Frau Anna Marie Mistelbach, 
whom Von Wisliczeny said might 
have a photograph of Eichmann. 
Manos was able to get a com- 
plete dossier on this ‘strange 
woman. She was of Jewish 
origin, and her hatred of this 
had turned her into a vicious 
anti-Semite. Since her youth she 
had been known for her loose 
morals. In 1939, in a desperate 
effort to conceal her Jewish 
origin, she married a Nazi, but 
he soon discovered this decep- 
tion and divorced her. Then she 
met Eichmann and became his 
mistress. During the course of 
their affair he gave her a farm 
requisitioned from Jews, and 
sent her a few hundred of ‘“‘his 
Jews’ to maintain it. The SS, 
not pleased by Eichmann’s pri- 
vate labor camp, conducted a 
special investigation, but the 
affair was whitewashed. Now 
Frau Mistelbach was a frus- 
trated, bitter middle-aged wom- 
an. She had .ong since moved 
from Doppl, but Manos located 
her in Uhrfahr. 

He introduced himself as a 
Dutchman—he even had a Dutch 
passport to prove it. He said 
that he had co-operated with the 
Nazis and joined the . Dutch 
Waffen SS Viking Division in 
1943, and tnat his brother had 
been Eichmann’s best friend. 

Manos cultivated his friend- 
ship with the woman. She in- 
vited him to her home several 
times, and cleverly he always 
managed to bring up the subject 
of Adolf Eichmann. 

Finally, when Eichmann’s 
name recurred in a conversa- 
tion, Frau Mistelbach suddenly 
said, ‘‘Would you like to see a 
picture of him?” 

Manos nodded indifferently. 

His hostess produced an al- 
bum. She identified old friends, 
turned a page, and said, “How 
do you like my Adolf?’ 

“It’s a good picture,” Manos 
replied calmly. When he left he

immediately went to the Aus- 
trian police. He had been given 
an official letter from police 
headquarters in Vienna, order- 
ing all police stations through- 
out Austria to extend him every 
possible help. The local police 
were glad to co-operate. Manos 
was convinced that there might 
be other pictures of Eichmann 
hidden away in Frau Mistel- 
bach’s home. If she had taken 
oné picture of her lover, it 
seemed reasonable that she had 
taken many more; but the 
search was in vain. Manos had 
to be satisfied with the one pho- 
tograph that he snatched from 
Frau Mistelbach's album. “He 
hurried to Arthur with it. 
Arthur said gratefully, “This 
is the first bit of tangible help 
we have had. We'll send hun- 
dreds of copies of this picture to 
police stations and newspapers 
throughout the entire world.” 

When the team (they called 
themselves “the Avengers’) 
discovered that Eichmann’s 
wife, Veronika, had moved 
from Linz and was now living 
in the resort town of Bad 
Aussee, the Avengers kept con- 
stant watch on the house, 
shadowing all guests who vis- 
ited Frau Eichmann and even- 
tually learning their identities. 
Manos somehow managed to 
meet a woman friend of Frau 
Eichmann who had visited her 
several times. Again he told 
of his cover story of having 
been a Dutch Nazi. The Manos 
charm worked once more. 
When he said that he would 
like very much to meet Frau 
Eichmann, whose husband had 
been such a great friend of 
his brother, the. woman made 
a telephone call. The result 
was an invitation to tea the 
very next afternoon, 


Veronika Eichmann was very 
friendly to her guest. She im- 
mediately told him that he re- 
minded her of her own brother 
who had been killed in action~ 
a happy coincidence for Manos. 

During one of his visits Frau 
Eichmann complained to Manos 
that she was not able to find a 
suitable maid. Manos said he 
knew a girl who was loyal and 
experienced, and the next day 
he brought Gertrude C., a Jew- 
ish girl with pure Aryan fea- 
tures and blond hair, to the 
Eichmann home, Frau Eich- 
mann was delighted with her, 
never suspecting that the maid 
was a member of the intelli- 
gence branch of the Haganah. 
Now the team had a direct pipe- 
line to the Eichmann household. 
Quiet, unobtrusive, good-looking 
Gertrude kept her ears open and 
relayed to Manos the name of 
every visitor Frau Eichmann 
entertained, but never once did 


any of the visitors in conversa- 
tion with Frau Eichmann give 
a hint as to the whereabouts of 
Eichmann, 

Then events occurred in Pales- 
tine that made it necessary for 
Arthur and his group to discon- 
tinue Operation Eichmann. In 
anticipation of an attack by the 
Arabs as soon as the British 
mandate ended in May 1948, all 
members of the Haganah in 
Europe were ordered to concen- 
trate their efforts on acquiring 
weapons for the fighting forces 
of the future State of Israel. 
When the actual fighting began, 
they were ordered to return to 
Israel. When Israel had fought 
her way to independence and 
had beaten back the Arabs, the 
country faced an enormous task 
of economic rehabilitation. Oper- 
ation Eichmann was almost for- 
gotten, except by Tuvia Fried- 
man. 

In Israel, Friedman set up the 
Institute for the Documentation 
of War Crimes. He was one 
man who was convinced that 
Eichmann was still alive. 


Agents were sent to every 
place where Eichmann was re- 
ported to have been seen. Spe- 
cial surveillance was used in Vi- 
enna. Veronika Eichmann had 
disappeared, but the Israeli 
agents knew that her Austrian 
passport had lapsed and that 
she would have to return to Vi- 
enna to renew it. Austrian au- 
thorities, as usual, were co-op- 
erative; they alerted passport of- 
ficials to inform the Israeli 
agents immediately if she ap- 
peared. One day an Austrian 
passport-office clerk picked up 
a telephone, dialed a number, 
and said, ‘‘She’s here.’’ From 
that moment on, Frau Eichmann 
was closely followed. 

Veronika Eichmann, known as 
Vera to her friends, was a 
woman with an intense loyalty 
to her husband. The Israeli 
agents were certain that she had 
renewed her passport for the 
sole purpose of rejoining him. 
She knew that he had had sev- 
eral mistresses during their 
married life, she knew that he 
was an excessive drinker, but 
she remained devoted to him— 
an attitude typical of many Eu- 
ropean women. She had been 
born Veronika Liebel in Czecho- 
slovakia and was a devout Cath- 
olic. Her family meant every- 
thing to her; she had great 
affection for her children. 

Vera Eichmann spent a few 
weeks with her family in Linz, 
and then she bought an airline 
ticket for Buenos Aires. The 
assumption that Eichmann was 
hiding in Argentina now found 
substantial support. A_ cable 
was sent to Tel Aviv Intelligence 
headquarters, and an order was 
cabled back to Vienna to accom-

pany Frau Eichmann on the 
flight. When Frau Eichmann 
boarded the plane for Buenos 
Aires three Israeli agents were 
among the passengers. Ironi- 
cally, she took a seat beside one 
of them. Once during the flight 
she asked him for the time; his 
answer in precise German was 
received with a grateful smile. 

No one met Frau Eichmann 

at the airport. She left alone 
and went directly to a small 
home in the rather shabby 
workers’ community of San 
Fernando, some 15 miles from 
the center of Buenos Aires. She 
was followed from the airport 
by agents who had been In 
Buenos Aires for several 
weeks. When Frau Eichmann 
left her cab and knocked on 
the door of the small house 
where “Ricardo Kiement” 
lived, he himself opened the 
door and thre; his arms 
around his wife. The Israell 
agents now knew for sure 
that their 15-year search was 
at an end. An exchange of 
cables with Tel Aviv head- 
quarters followed, and the 
head of the Israeli team in 
Buenos Aires received these 
orders: “Continue to follow the 
nian 24 ours a day. Don’t let 
him out of your sight, and 
above all be sure that he 
doesn’t become aware of your 
presence.”’ 

Now the team of Israeli agents 
in Buenos Aires kept Adolf Eich- 
mann under strict surveillance.

Eichmann came out of the fac- 
tory and headed for the bus 
stop, Agent A was right behind 
him as he boarded the bus. He 
turned his face away from 
Eichmann. His hands were shak- 
ing. He had seen Eichmann be- 
fore — 16 years ago at Ausch- 
witz, where he had been a@ pris- 
oner awaiting his turn in the 
gas chambers. His mother and 
father had already been sent to 
their deaths, but he was one of 
the lucky few who had escaped. 


The green end yellow bus 
hurried on its way to the stop:

avenues met, Eichmann stepped 
off the bus with Agent A only a 
few feet behind him.
